Citations and explanations 

1. Coatings applied to chewing gum that contain sparingly 
soluble calcium salts are known from the prior art and 
can be found, for example, in document Dl (US-A-5 980 
955) , D2 (US 2001/021403 Al) or D3 (US 2001/021373 Al) . 

While document Dl does not indicate any preferred 
particle sizes, the particle sizes found in D2 or D3 
are several times those specified in claims 1 and 25. 



The particle sizes specified in claims 1 and 25 make 
possible a more efficient mineralization of the dental 
enamel . 



Since none of the searched prior art documents describes 
coatings of chewing gum or the like containing nano- 
particles of the present type, the use of same is also 
not suggested to a person skilled in the art. 



2. Claims 2-24 and 26-35 relate respectively to preferred 
embodiments of the chewing gum according to claim 1 and 
the method according to claim 25 for producing said 
chewing gum. 
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
